The laborer in tBe school 
room is worthy of his hire as well 
as the one in the basement or at 
the crossing, or in the mine or shop. 
Teachers wages can not be paid 
' with "sympathy.. Sympathy will not 
pay rent nor board nor -tuition in 
colleges or university nor interest on 
debts. Bushville and Hush County 
should pay such wages to teachers 
that we can get the picjs of the pro- 
fession; that our sdhool -officials 
nray be thronged with applicants, 
and that ,we may not lose .one good 
tea'cher because of -low ••wages. The 
best is none too good for us.' •
